Homestead Amalgamated Men Are
All in Line for the Crisis.

YESTERDAY'S MEETING A SUCCESS.

The Wage Matter Placed in the Hands of
the Convention.

JT WILL ENTER INTO ARBITRATION

President Weibe's call to the Homestead
Amalgamated men brought an immense
crowd of steel workers together in the
town's Opers House yesterday morning.
The meeting was to discuss the situation
sud this was done. Asan outcome of the
meeting employes of the big steel
works are now ready to stand ss one man
when the erisix comes.

President Weihe, Assistant President
Garland, Vice President Carney and 8 num-
ber of other wellknown Amalgamated
ofiicials were present. President Weihe
opened the meeting with the following
remarks:

The manufacturers all over the country
tako advantage of n dull season to ask for a
reduction in wages., This is the case at
present, altbough the steel and fron trade is
not in such a aemorsiized coodition as the
manu‘scturers would have us believe. In
the past few months trade bas increased in
wvolutne, which is encournging, even if prices
still remuin low, sand at the present time
fron and steel is supplanting timber in so
many different ways that it cannot but be
& good busine=s for years to come. Notwith-
standing that capitalists mnke nan enormous
yercontage on thelr investment, many times
us great as s possible in Eurapean countries,
thelr constant aim s to rednoe the wages of
Americean workmen to a level with the for-
cigner. This statemont may not be bellevad
by those who have not been in the confer-
ence-room when the wage gquestion was
under discussion, but sll you who have beea
members of econference committees know
#uch to be the truth.

The Woarkman Wants & Share,

Why shouid not the American workman
recelve iifs shure of the large diference in
the manufacturer's profits under the Amert-
can and Europesan systems. The foremost
prinelple of the Amalgammted Association
is “a fair day'swage for a fair day’s work.”
We do not want to ask anything unreasonn-
ble, we only want what justly belongs to us.
You must remember that there is no strike
hiere yer and may not be; the convention
will act on the matter this week, and after
that I sincerely hope the Confersnce Com-
mirtte may be avle to adjust matiers satis-
iactorily.

Vice President Carney also made remarks
unlong the sawe line. A resolution was
then unanimously passed by the Homestead
men expressing explicit confidence in the
Naotional convention snd pledging their
support to the action of that body. Their
will be another demonstration next Sator-
day at the assoeintion pienic at Rock Point.

All over Homestead vesterday the one
topic of discussion was the seale for the
coming yvear. This isnot to be wondered
#t sioce the 8,000 or 10,000 people of that
town are directly or indirectly dependent
on the big steel works Groups of men on
the corner, men at their homes and even
the women talked this wage problem over.

A Stubborn Fight Anticipated,

As s DISPATCH man was coming down
one of the principal thoroughinres he over-
liewrd & man say to his companion: “Car-
negies huve made us submit to their will in
muny ways. We have helped them over
many tight pluces, sllowed them to dictate
for whom our votes would be cast, but
when & reduction so enormous a¢ is now
being asked is demanded we will rebel. I
thiok Homestead will see the bottest nght
ever waged between capital und labor be-
fore the matter is settled.”

A man who no longer works in the big
mills, but who spent 8 number of vears
there, engaged in conversation with a Dis-
PATCH man yesierday and said:

I s1ill take an netive interest in the Amal-
pamated Associstion. I have watched this
trouble grow and foally borst torth. To my
niind it polnts to but one thing, und that is
to try and overthrow the Amalgnmated As
socintion at Homestead., The fence around
the works is about completed. It now looks
to be as strong o barrier as the famous Chi-
nese wall, but I hesr that it is not vet com-
pleted.On top olthe barricade three strands
of barh wire are to be run. Expense might
have been saved o this direction for 1 do
not think the men, if they do atrike, would
resort o bold warfure. Iuis safe to nssume,
Lowever, that the man who tries to work
during the strike will have a hard row to
Loe if he is found outside of the fortress.

The reduction secms to fall especially
hard on the men in the armor plate mills,
This {= the heardest work in the mills and
the slowest becauss armor piate is rolled
slower thun other steels.

A Large Inorease Relos-d.

Some time ago the men In this depart-*
meut asked for u 200 per cent increase, but
the company refused. The reason it gave
was the selling price of srmor plate was too
low to warrant an increase, e ull knew
different, If the men conld have gotten
this 200 per cent they could lave made
fulr wages. They would mnot bhave
bLesn excessive. As it is now, the
wen in this department have to work very
Liard to make wiges, but witha 40 reent
reduction they would not make a living, I
tuink the fwot thnt the hurdest blows were
directoed toward s department, where so
much importance 18 nitached, is evidence
that the company wants to drive the union
to the wall

The I-inch mill and several other depart-
ments are not included in the ones which
the new scale will effect. In these depart-
ments new machinery and ¢ are to
e put in working order during the next
few months, and just now a scale to sult
cocld not be mede. The men working there
Lave not the least idea of what they will be
sslied to work for, This 18 not employin
their thoughts, however, as they will stan
by the other fellows in the mill.

The Amalgnmated Convention kuows
what it has to do. Ifitallows the scale pre-
sented by the company to go into effect the
Awnlgumated Associntion isdoomed. Every
wember In Homestead would break away
anud with our membership gone the Associa-
tion would not be so flrmaes it now is. Ithink
the convention wiill do the right thing., It
will certainly try to arbitrate. 1If nl'glu‘-
tion falls then the strike is the lust resort.
1 think the men sre well prepared tor that.
The mill is well orgnnizm‘f ‘}‘he ority of
the laborers are on our side gnd the train-
mon are all organized and ready to help the
Amalgamated win,

HAS FAITH IN MARSH.

Chicago's Chiefl of Police Surprised to Heor
That His Predecessor Owes Money to a
Gambler—Major MecClaughry Pays a
Fiying Visit to Claremont,

Major B 'W. MeClaughry, Chief of the
Chicago Police and ex-Superintendent of
the Huntingdon Reformatory, arrived in
Pittsburg yesterday morning and left in the
evening. He was on his way from New
York to Chicago aud only stopped to paya
fiving vist to bis son, Charles MeClaughry,
the Deputy Superintendent of the county
workhouse at Claremont.

The Chief was interviewed at the Union
depot by @ DISPATCH reporier concerning
the story that the Mayor of Chicago has
asked Inspector Mareh to resign on sccount
of the digeovery of & note of his for §5,000,
pavable to a reputed brother-in-law of John
Condon, the gambler. The note, long
past due, being unpaid, has been photo-
graphed and isin the possession of 8 muni-
cipal officer. It is dated October 20, 1890,
at which time Marsh was chief of police,
Chief MeClaughry evinced great surprise
when told of the rumor, and avowed entire
ignorance of the whole affair.

“I have been away from Chicago for ten
davs,” said he, “‘ard, although all police
officials hold their positions solely st his
option, 1 do not think that the Mayor
would take such & step in my sbsence un-
less the case was of such importsnce ss to
neosssitate immediate action. I  have
always considered Mr. Marsh an efficient
officer and a thoroughly honorable
man. He has zealonsly assisted me in my
efforts to suppress gaming, and I will not
readily believe any amicable relations
exist between him and any of the gambling
fraternizy. "’

John Condon is one of Chicazo’s most
noted gamblers, and may be said to have
stepped into the shoes of the celebrated
'\IiEa McDonald. He formerly conducted
a magnificent establishment at No. 14
Quiney street, and was supposed to bave an
interest in almost every resort of any note
in the city.
